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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

. US 6,067,442 is cited as a representative example of the prior art amine 
synthesis (abstract). 

The key to the instant invention is the recognition that biochemically prepared 
ethanol contains unacceptable levels of sulfur and/or sulfur-containing compounds for 
use as a feedstock in prior art catalytic synthesis of ethylamines. Case law seems clear 
on this point: The discovery of the cause of a problem is evidence of unobviousness, 
even though the solution may be obvious once the cause of the problem is known. 
Eibel Process Co. v. Minnesota & Ontario Paper Co. 261 USA 45, 43 S. Ct. 322, 67 L. 
Ed. 523(1923).
